Left by Minister to Friend 


Who Had Assisted 


Him 


Lonely and "Broke" Rev. Albert 


H. Tricks Ends Life With 
' 


Bullet, 


New York, Aug. 26—111, half blind, 


criticising the church on the score* ot 
untruthfulness and insincerity and- 
declaring that he could not worshio 
"America's trimty-—success, pleasure - 
and gold," Rev*. Alber; H. Trick shot 
and killed him&elf in a room, in the- 
Mills Hotel. He was once pastor of a 
Pres'bytei lan. church in Chicago, and 
later had a. charge at Saratoga, N. Y. 


In a remarkable letter, which he 


left to Charles N. Lowd, of this city, 
who had befriended him, the former 
pastor declared that he was lonely, 
even in the church, when he attempt- • 
ed to "sauare his soul by the teach.- • 
ings of Jesus," and asserted that fiie 
modern, church more nearly followed 
the example of Robert Ingersoll than, 
those of Jesus. The letter is as fol- 
lows: 
'. 


"I have never been able to conquer 


an inborn contempt for the placa 
money has in this world, thou 
knowing so welljiow absolutely a 
amount of it, at least, is1 necessary to" 
all of us. I could never adapt "myself, 
in view of my earlier ideas, to the 
mehtods by which money is made. 
They aie so selfish and more or less 
unscrupulous whether 
used by the 


church or the so-called 'world'. 


"1 am too old and settled in. my 


character to change, though my eyes 
have long been spent on my delusion." 
I took deeply to heart the teachings 
of Jesus, and tried hard and long to 
square myself by them. I found, at 
last, what 
a pitiful ni'istake I had 


made and how lonely I was, even in 
the church. The average man cares' 
little about what Jesus taught, and it 
makes one heartsick to hear its eccle-, 
siastics prate about it.

How to Quickly Stop Them From Be- 


ing Painful. 


The following cure for burns is given 


with approval in the report of the 
inspectors of factories for Ontario. 
The suffering caused by a burn upon 
the skin, whether small or great, is in- 
tense, as every one knows, and med- 
ical science has only been able thus 
far to palliate the pain, but not to re- 
move it entirely. Chance led to the 
discovery ia the Paris Charity hospi- 
tal of a remedy which, it is claimed, 
will cause burns to cease from being 
painful as soon as it is applied and

•with marvelous rapidity, says Cham- 
ber's Journal. Dr. Thierry, one of the 
surgeons was in the habit of using 
picric acid as an antiseptic, and his 
hands 
were 
therefore impregnated 


with the solution. One day iu. light- 
ing a cigarette a portion of the burn- 
ing match" fell on his hands,, but in- 
stead of feeling it he noticed not the 
slightest pain. A short tir.ie afterwnrd 
while sealing a letter some of the 
burning wax stuck to his finger, airl, 
though it cauterized the skin, he felt 
no sensation. 


This set him thinking, and he ar- 


rived at the conclusion that the arid 
had, to use his own word-', acted upon 
the tissues and tightened them. Ho 
began a series of experiments iu treat- 
ing burns with a saturated solution of 
picric acid. 
All pain was instantly 


suppressed. He says in his rbport that 
after having bathed the wound in a 
solution of this acid blisters did "l^ot 
form and a cure was effected after 
fo;ir or five days. The only incommi- 
icu.cc '"as that the acid, which is com- 
mercially used in the manufacture of 
dyo«, colored the skin yellow, but these 
stains rapidly disappeared when wash- 
ed -with boric acid.

How to Destroy Blister Beetle*. 


Look out for the blister'Beetles, more 


scientifically 
known, as 
lytta—long, 


slim, grayish black bugs that about 
this time o£_the year suddenly appear 
in swarins. They have a great liking 
for clematis and Japanese anemones 
fiTvl nsnfillv touch nothinsr else ns Ions' 
as these last. These voracious eaters 
will clean up a large vine in two or 
three days' time, leaving only bare 
stalks. They should be fought prompt- 
ly and vigorously and none left alive. 
One way to do this is for several to at- ; 
tack.them at once. Jar the vines and .' 
every beetle drops to the ground in a i 
counterfeit death, but only .for a mo- \ 
incut, and then they scamper off at a i 
lively space. Quick work with clubs 
•while the bugs play possum will flu-1 
ish most of them if several unite in the 
work. An hour later the same thing : 
can be repeated. 
Another way is to 


use insect powder, puffing the powder 
in a cloud of dust over the vines. It 
kills every beetle it touches and is the 
easiest way of all. Repeat the dust 
shower if more beetles appear, for the 
insect powder soon loses its power 
after the oxygen of the air strikes it.

tins of weather conditions on the At- 
lantic just as folks of the Uuited Suites 
are informed of atmospheric transfor- 
mations on this continent. 


Heretofore the prophecies of the ex- 


perts frequently have received black 
eyes by cyclouic disturbances that have 
cavorted in unexpectedly from the vast 
that is without local forecast stations. 
It is the plan of Dr. Polis, says the 
New York Sun, to make every steam- 
ship fitted with -wireless a peripatetic 
meteorological station, and to issue 
aboard ship and ou laud charts pictur- 
ing after 
the manner ol" our own 


weather bureau maps tbe weather of 
two continents find the sea between. 


All that the meteorologists will need 


after the establishment of the roving 
sea stations is balloon or airship ob- 
servatories by which they may trans- 
late the meanings of tho upper nir cur- 
rents. Then they will defy ihe ele- 
ments to brew a storm that cannot be 
foretold accurately maybe a week be- 
fore it strikes these parts. 


Dr. Polis has been in the United 


States before studying the American 
method of collecting data about the 
weather ashore, and he has adopted 
many features of the American system. 
A representative of the Washington 
office of the weather bureau met him 
at the Hamburg-American pier and ac- 
companied him to Washington. 


Oa the Kaiserin Dr. Polls experi- 


mented with his plan, keeping in touch 
with the Washington •weather office on 
the latter half of his 3.000 mile trip- 
He was in communication with nine 
liners, and all of them told him exactly 
what the barometer, thermometer, hy- 
grometer and anemometer were dnin. 
in their respective localities. 
With 


these facts he readily constructed a 
weather map depicting the sea changes 


He hopes to get the United States to 


co-operate with Germany and possibly 
other nations in the work of chartin: 
the progress of storms at sea, so tha 
the navigator, whether he commands 
sailing craft or vessels propelled by 
steam or gasoline, may be wamec 
when in port OP on the deep of trouble 
in his course, 
... ,.. 


Dn Polis wants Ihe'-weatBeF-bureau 


at Washington to use numerals insteae 
of -words in its -wireless system in de 
scribing the force of winds. This is 
called the Beaufort method, 1 being 
calm and 12 a hurricane. Dr. Polls 
used a kite on the Kaiserin to got the 
weather conditions of the upper ai 
until a stiff breeze carried the kit 
Europe-ward. 


Dr. Polis said that the danger of col 


lision in fogs and peril in unlieraldci 
storms would be eliminated by th 
new system of sea prophecy. 
Th 


scheme involves the publication bot' 
on land and sea of charts telling th 
weather conditions and the probabili 
ties. While Dr. Polis docs not expec 
to do away with shipwreck^, he ex 
pects to reduce them so materially tha 
they will be so rare as to be regardc' 
as sensations even by the ship new 
reporters.

The bigness 
of the job, combined with an attach

Hampton Roads to San Francisco. Yet 
Sperry thus far seems to get along 
with it very nicely, thank you, and tc 
be enjoying good health. He hks beer 
in training for this very thing foi 
about forty-six years, or ever since he 
was fourteen years old, and he is the 
sort of man that makes use of the 
time lie belongs to the new school in 
the navy, and if all signs do not fail 
the new pchool will maintain the glory 
of the old and probably add a little 
fresh glory of its own thereto. Sperry 
has shown that he can teach men to

he drove his sixteen ocean giants 3,S«0 
miles without coaling, a cruise without 
a parallel in naval history. Though 
pounded by heavy seas on the long 
run, the* vessels came through in per- 
fect tiirn and were a day or two ahead 
of their schedule. More marvelous still, 
by a comparatne system the amount 
of coal burned had been decreased. All 
this spells efficiency, which is only sec- 
ond to good shooting in making an in- 
vincible navy. 


Sperry is not picturesque, but he has 


common sense. He is phlegmatic, but 
is business all through. He has never 
had a fighting part except for a little 
while in the Philippines, but he knows 
naval science from the ground up Sev- 
eral times he has been assigned to 
teach higher mathematics at the Annap 
olis Xavul academy. For three jeans 
he was president of the war college at 
Newport, an exceedingly important 
place. During the Spanish war he was 
not in the limelight, but was holding 
the responsible and arduous position of 
equipment officer at the Brooklyn navy 
yard, where he had to look after the 
fitting out of vessels. From all this it 
will be seen that Admiral Sperry's role 
has been in working parts, not on dress 
parade. 


A naval commander is supposed to 


know pretty much everything and to 
know most of it well. He has to be a 
diplomat, a society man, a warrior, an 
executive, a sailor, a business man, a 
scholar, a speaker, just a little bit of 
a politician and a general all around 
good fellow. 
Incidentally he mutt 


command the resp°At of men, rm'ntni" 
strict discipline, yet keep those under 
him in good heart and tram them to 
the highest point of efficiency in all 
lines 
All of this does not sound efur, 


and it is not one-half so easy as it 
sounds.

Has a Big Job on Hand. 


In Admiral Sperry's case this task is 


as much more difficult than that usual- 
ly devolving on naval commanders as 
his fighting machine is larger than 
that under the control of other officers, 
Sperry h-\s under him 15,000 men. No 
country has ever had so many big bnt- 
tleships collected into one fleet. No 
country ever sent a battleship fleet of 
any size around the world. It is thus 
seen that the chore the American ad- 


to be American gentlemen even if they 
are common sailors. It stands to rea 
sou that a man who can do all thai., 
besides several hundred other things 
that have just now slipped my mind, 
can also fight if occasion should arise. 
Of course we all hope that Sperry will 
not 1m e to fight. This is a peaceful 
age, and we are a peaceful people. 


Would Be Right on the Job. 
Richmond Pearson Hobson and other 


fire eaters may thirst for war, but thf. 
rest of us do not. We love all men and 
will continue doing so if they will let 
us. But in the event that some little 
misunderstanding should arise in the 
Pacific, for example, this man Sperry 
is just the kind that would be found 
right on the job—no fuss and feathers 
or anything in the spectacular line, but 
good, stiaight shooting and the deliv- 
ery of the goods! That is the Amer- 
ican way, and that is Sperry's way, 
if we do not misjudge the man. Yel- 
low perils will please take notice and 
not urow too perilous. The Japs are 
our best friends, and we want them to 
stay that way, for Americans are 
not Russians, and Sperry's other name 
is not Eojestvensky. We are simply 
sending this fleet around the world for 
practice and to see how big the old 
planet is when measured by a battle- 
shin cruise. It is not such a bis woild.

The building of thr> Panama canal 
opens the gate- into the western ocean, 
and, to cap ail the sending of this fleet 
is but another move iu this world con- 
trolling game. 


A Momentous Event. 


America is the key to the Pacific. It 


was under our example and protection 
that the gouth and Central American 
republics and Mexico came into being 
and into freedom. Canada in her po- 
litical and industrial e\olution owes 
more to us than to Great Britain. 
Alaska is owned and is being opened 
by us. As already stated, the new 
cities in eastern Siberia are more like 
America than Russia. Japan was 
awakened by the United States. The 
integrity of China wus maintained by 
the diplomacy of John Hay. 
Hawaii 


and the Philippines are being devel- 
oped by us. Australia and New Zea- 
land are modeled more on the Ameri- 
can government than on the E-jglish. 
To crown all, the United States is 
building the Panama canal and will 
control it when built. 


When the sixteen American battle- 


ships arrived at San Francisco there 
occurred the most imposing event in 
naval history. The scene of it was the 
broad harbor inside the Golden Gate. 
There gathered 
forty-three fighting 


vessels, the most magm Scent fleet ever 
collected by any county in history. 
Forming In a great square, these ships, 
all American, thundered their salutes 
to Secretary of the Navy Metcalf, him- 
self a son of California. 


Admiral Sperry assumed command 


shortly after the review at the Golden 
Gate. The cruise from that day to the 
present has been marred by no unto- 
ward event. The first port touched 
was Honolulu. There the fleet was still 
greeted by the American flag. All who 
visit Hawaii have sung its praises in 
various extravagant keys. On Mark 
Twain the land has never lost its spell. 
What wonder, then, that our American 
jackies were captivated by it and that 
our correspondents accompanying the 
fleet desciibed this garden in the Pa- 
cific as the modem "islands of the 
blest!" 
Kept In Touch With Washington. 


From Honolulu the sixteen battle- 


ships steamed over the 3,850 mile 
course to Auckland, New Zealand, as 
already described. Besides making the 
longest battleship run without coaling 
on record, there i^re ITS o other notable 
features belonging to this part of the 
journey. The first_was daily keeping in 
touch with Washington through wire 
less. This was accomplished in a nov- 
el manner. At Suva, Fiji islands, is a 
station of the ocean cable to Vancou- 
ver. By leaving the supply ship Gla- 
cier as a wireless statiou-at Suva and 
stationing other small vessels at inter- 
vals between this poirt and the fleet it 
was possible to send wireless messages 
daily from ship to ship till they reach- 
ed Suva, whence they were dispatched 
by cable to Vancouver and Washing- 
ton. 
<* 


Another noteworthy accomplishment 


of the run was the decreased con 
sumption of coal, already noted. This 
was brought about through a system 
of competition established by Admiral 
Sperry between the various vessels of 
the fleet. Each day a report was made 
of the amount of coal burned, and if 
any ship showed an unusual amount 
an explanation was demanded. 
A ri- 


valry in economy thus sprang up, 
which not only brought out the largest 
development of power to the least con- 
sumption of fuel, but improved the 
skill in navigation 
It proved as ef- 


fective a drill for the engineers as had 
the 
previous competitive tests in 


marksmanship proved for the gunners. 
This cruise will be of invaluable serv- 
ice to the officers and men in giving 
them experience -as navigators, beside 
impressing all other nations with a 
wholesome respect for Uncle Sam as a 
sea power. 
Warmly Greeted In New Zealand. 


On the way to Auckland the fleet 


passed Samoa, where Robert Louis 
Stevenson lived and wrote. Here it 
was greeted by Old Glory, for the 
United States controls one of the is- 
lands of the group and has a fine har- 
bor at Pagopago. The reception of 
our battleships in New Zealand was 
enthusiastic iu the extreme. 
After 


Auckland the fleet is moving on to the 
Philippines, 
Japan, 
China, 
thence 


through the Indian ocean, Suez cana 
and the Mediterranean back to its 
starting point at Hampton Roads. Cer- 
tain yellow newspapers recently had a 
sensational story, lifted from a mod- 
ern novel, to the effect that when our 
battleships reached Japanese water: 
they would be secretly and treacher- 
ously attacked without a declaration 
of war, as the Russian fleet was at- 
tacked at Port Aitlmr. The story went 
on to recount how nil our vessels in 
the Pacific would thus be sunk before 
we had any intelligence that trouble 
was impending. 
Iheu hundreds o1 


thousands of Japanese troops woulc 
be transported to our shores overniglv 
and we would awake to find oursehc-s 
not famous, but pnsoners. 
if w is a 


great blood and thunder story and 
about as far from possible truth as 
most of the yellow sensations yet it 
no doubt resulted iu a few increased 
paper sales. 


Tbeie is no ncvrl of the American 


people crowing px'-ited over such wild 
prospects, at 1ea«t as long as Charles 
Stillman Speiry is in command. He is 
not the sort of commander that allows 
an enemy to stenl on him unawares. 
With all his quiet courtesy, he has the 
snap of command and the spiiit of the 
fighter.

pointment he remaiked, "I am the re 
sponsible head of a military organiza- 
tion, and I propose to be one."
